ORDINANCE 

to repeal the Coal Production Fund Ordinance, 1944. 

Whereas an emergency has arisen which makes it neoessary to repeal th* 
Coal Produotion Fund Ordinance, 1944 (XXXIX of 1944) ; 

Awd whkbhas the Indian Legislature is not in session ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by seotlon 72 of the 
Government of India Aot, a3 set out in the Ninth Sohodule to the Government of 
India Aot, 1935 (26 Geo. 5, o. 2), the Governor General is pleased to make and pro- 
mulgate the following Ordinance : — 

1. Short title and commencement.— (I) This Ordinance may be called the 

Coal Production Pau l (Repealing) Ordinance, 1947. 

(2) It shall oorne into foroo on tho 1st day of May 1947. 

2. Repeal ol Ordinance XXXIX ol 1914.— The Coal Production Fund Ordlnanoe, 
1944, shall bo ropaalod, anl for the avoidance of doubts it is horoby declared that 
ths provisions of jeetion 0 of tho General Clauses Act, 1897 (X of 1897) shall apply 
In raspeot of suoh repeal. 

3. Application ol balance in Coal Production Fund.— The unoxpondod balanoe, 
if any, at tho oredit of the Coal Produotion Fund ooutituted undor the aforesaid 
Ordinance shall be appliod to suoh purposes connected with the coal industry 
as the Central Government may direot.
